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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner has duly considered Applicants 
arguments but deems them unpersuasive. The amendment does not overcome the rejection as the claim still encompasses prevention. 
The written description requirement is separate from the enablement requirement. While one of ordinary skill in the art would be able to 
treat hair loss or enhance hair growth, there is no showing that the method would prevent hair loss. Applicant has not shown that "about" 
excludes 0.1 mg and not provided evidence as to why one of ordinary skill in the art would exclude 0.1 mg/kg of selenium.. There is amply 
motivation to modify the references as set forth in the prior Office Action. "Any judgement on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a 
reconstruction based on hindsight reasoning, but so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the claimed invention was made and does not include knowledge gleaned only from applicant's disclosure, such 
a reconstruction is proper." In re McLaughlin 443 F.2d 1392, 1395, 170 USPQ 209, 212 (CCPA 1971). Further, there is no requirement 
that an "express, written motivation to combine must appear in prior art references before a finding of obviousness." See Ruiz v. A.B. 
Chance Co., 357 F.3d 1270, 1276, 69 USPQ2d 1686,1690 (Fed. Cir. 2004). With respect to Applicant's evidence of non-obviousness, 
said evidence is not commensurate in scope with the claims. The evidence only indicates that in dogs amounts of 0.1, 0.5 and 1 mg/kg 
resulted in higher growth than 0, 0.05 and 5 mg/kg in week 1 1 and 22 of the study. Further, there is no indication that amounts of 0.05 
and 5 mg/kg did not result in growth of hair greater than 0 mg/kg or that about 4.5 mg/kg exhibited significantly greater hair growth than 5 
mg/kg or 0.05 mg/kg. As such, the mere fact that the tested amounts showed greater hair growth in dogs by itself is insufficient to 
overcome the rejection herein.. 
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
